When but 18 years of age, Coates 
joined a class for conductors in the 
Leipsic Conservatory under the tuve- 
lage of Arthur Nikisch and the follow- 
ing ear Nikisch, appointe das Director 
of the Leipsic Opera House, engaged 
the young Coates as his assistant. 

For seven years Coates was Artistic 
Director as well as chief conductor of 
the Imperial Opera oi Petrograd, dur- 
ing which period he was gttest con- 
ductor also in any of the leading opera 
houses of Europe. 

When in 1919 Coates took up his 
residence in England following the 
revolutionary difficulties in Russia, he 
was appointed one of the conductors 
for the London Symphony Orchestra 
and also the Philharmonic Society 
Orchestra, with each of which he still 
appears every season. . 

It was Walter Damrosch, the dean 
of American conductors who firsa in- 
vited Coates to America as guest con- 
ductor of the New York Symphony 
and folowing his first concert agree- 
ment was unanimous that “Mr. Coates 
is unquestionably a leader of except- 
ional merit—a conductor to be reck- 
oned with very seriously. He tower- 
ed like a giant above the orchestra and 
lead his men with a strong hand. 
There is no question as to his future 
welcome.” 

When Mr. Eastman of kodak fame 
was seeking a conductor to organize 
an orchestra in connection with the 
Rochester School of Music, he finally 
selected Mr. Coates, who remained at 
the School for two years and has 
since returned as guest conductor for 
several concerts.

foundation Footing Is 
Called Important Item 

Throughout all the planning now go- 
ug forward of new homes to be built 
this year, one item of the utmost 
importance to the home owner, but 
too frequently overlooked, should be 
placed first in rank of things to be 
watched. 

This is the foundation footing. Upon 
the adequacy of the footing depends 
the durability and satisfaction de- 
vived from every part of the house. 
Even the most strongly constructed 
frame or masonry wall, for instance, 
cannot withstand the unequal strains 
imposed by a settling foundation with- 
out showing distortion which results 
in cracked plaster, sagging floors or 
roof, and other serious troubles, 

The first consideration in construct- 
ing the footing is the sustaining power 
of the soil or rock upon which it ts 
placed. 

Sandy or loose soil requires greater 
total area ca the footing to give pro- 
portionate spread, while stable rock 
requires practically no footing except 
ing an effective bond with the ma- 
sonry foundation, obtainable by care 
fully washing off the rock and bond 
ing with mortur, Whatever the 
foundation masonry material, 

Where ordinary trench footings are 
used all around, the ground beneath 
shauid be tamped to increase its dens 
ity. The footing materials should be 
portland cement, clean sharp sand and 
clean aggregate usually in the form of 
erushed rock, 

The mixture most often used 1s one 
part cement to two and one-half of 
sand and five of stone or gravel, 

Where conditions demand that part 
of the footing be placed upon rock and 
part upon soil or upon strata which 
vary in density of the underlying ma 
terial at differeut points around the 
foundation, careful provision should 
; be made to equalize the supporting 
| power of the footing. 
| Otherwise the footing, upon receiv- 
ing the load of the house, will settle 
at different points, cracking the foun- 


; dation wall and distorting the house

GOOD WORK IN RECOVERY 
OF STOLEN MOTOR CARS 


Border patrol and information sta- 
tions established recently by the di- 
vision of Motor Vehicles in Southern 
California are doing much tocurb the 
activities of the automobile thief 
Acting Chief Inspector George F 
Moynahan announces. 

Reports received by Moynahar 
show dozens of cars abandoned }f 
thieves who fear to pass the stat’ 
with them, have been reco 
within the few months the sta 
have been operating. 

The success of the venture is 
apparent that Chief Frank G. Snoc 
is making plans to extend the s\° 
tem to cover all arterial highwa: 
leading in and out of the State. 

Stations are now being operated at 
Blythe, Daggett and Yuma. It is the 
hope of the Division to establish one 
on the Pacific Highway, another on 
the Redwood Highway, one on the 
Redwood Highway, one on the S8u- 
sanville-Reno road, one on the Truc- 
kee Highway and possibly one in the 
Gwens Valley Country. 

Moynahan said the patrol forces 
would probably be expanded so that 
every car in and out of the state 
could be checked. Numbers and de- 
scriptions of stolen cars will be for- 


warded to these stations daily. 

At Yuma, Inspector A. Crane was 
informed by Sheriff Chappell of 
Yuma County, Arizona, that he now 
recovers few California stolen cars 
iithugh he recovered an average of 
ix a week before the station was es- 
tablished. 

At the same station, Officer C. C. 
Chapman recently arrested a man 
wanted for counterfeiting after re- 


ceiving word from the police giving a 
description of the man and his car. 
Moynahan added that many other 
kinds of crime are being controlled 
by the stations although their pri- 
mary purpose is to give information 
to incoming tourists concerning Cal- 
ifornia motoring laws and registra- 
tion regulations. 

Moynghan estimates the southern 
stations have given information to 
more than 40,000 tourists since they 
were established. Visitors’ permits 
giving the visitors the right to re- 
main six months in the state without 
securing a California license are is- 
sued by the border patrolmen.

Modern Decoration Makes’ 
Use of the Stippled Wai 


How many housewives face house 
cleaning season with the wish: “If 
only I could think. of some way to| 
renovate these old walls!” 

Various paints, papers und fabries 
may have been used, one after an 
other, so that something novel but 


not too expensive is wanted. 

Today the tendency in wall treat- 
ment is toward stippled, palim-finished, 
texture-and-glazed, “antiqued” and 
other rough-surfaced effects for walls 
und ceilings. These can be produced 
with sand-flonted or lime-putty-fin- 
ished, gypsum plaster. But what is 
wanted is a muterial that will give 
these effects without replastering over 
old walls, that fs washable and pos 
sible for the housewife herself, or 
her husband, to apply. 

There are several materials avall 
able which meet these specifications. 
They are paints which come as dry 
white powders which, when mised 
with water, become plastic. Then dry 
pigment or ol} paint of any desired 
hue or shade or tint is stirred in, and 
this mixture then igs brushed onto 
the wall. 

But, while 
cimines are 
have body. 

So, before they dry, these can be 
stippled with an ordinary stippling 
prush, or given a seroll texture with 
the finger tips, or a palm of the hand, 
or the brush, putty knife or even the 


flat wall paints and eal- 
liquid, these materials 


heel of a kitchen spoon to produce 
any distinctive texture that may be 
wanted. 


If one of these plastic paints is to 
be applied over new plaster or wall- 
board, it is best to size the surface 
first with a good grade of varnish 
size. If it is to be put onto old 
papered walls, the paper should. be 
removed first; cracks. should be 
patehed and the sizing brushed onto 
the walls when they are dry. 

Where it is desired to make the 
walls washable, a final coat of size 
should be added to the outside of the 
decorated surface. Then soap and 
water will not affect either the tex: [ 
ture cr the color of the plastic decora 
tion, 

The variety of texture-tone combi- 
nations possible with such materials is 
limited only by the Imagination and 
skill of the decorator. They also tend 
themselves to “two-toning,” glazing 
and similar rich effects,
